Reaser plant from a serious fire about 
half past six o’clock Friday evening 
j w hen a blaze was discovered in the 
j boiler room and found to be spread­ 
ing rapidly. The origin of the fire is 
I not known but the work was so effect­ 
ive that comparatively small loss was 
| sustained. 
In making his rounds through the 
plant N ight Watchman O’Riley found 
the blaze which had 
eaten 
its 
way 
from the boiler room 
to the engine 
room and 
was 
sending 
its 
flames 
through the roof. Mr. O’Riley ran for 
the whistle ccid hut found that it had 
l>een burned off and, dashing across 
the railroad tracks to the Gettysburg 
I furniture plant, he 
tied 
down 
the 
' whistle in that factory. A t the same 
time an alarm was turned in to the 
G ettysburg Fire Department. 
William Rentz, an employee in the 
plant of the G ettysburg factory, hap­ 
pened to be walking along the rail­ 
road tracks when the fire

borough ordinance affecting guides. 
It appears th a t on the morning of 
July 10th “ Eddis” Gilbert, one of the 
local battlefield orators, was called in­ 
to the Square by the driver of an au­ 
tomobile which came in Carlisle street. 
While Mr. Gilbert was making a bar­ 
gain with his man the second car of 
the party came up and

ran out from the pavement into the 
Square, without being summoned. He 
persuaded the driver of this car not to 
go over the field with Gilbert claim­ 
ing, according to evidence presented a t 
the hearing, th a t he has been the only 
guide since Captain Long’s death.

W illiam Aicher, who w as with Jo h n s 
and th e girl on th e night of July 4, 
at th e O neonta hotel, H arv ey ’s Lake, 
was th e first w itness. 
H e said th* 
girl had a few drinks and was slightly 
111 a fte r d rink'ng a lem on and seltzer. 
He w as forced to ad m it th a t he heard 
Alice coax Jo h n s to accom pany her 
home, prom ising ta g et a place for 
him to stay with a relative. 
Mrs. M artha Holcom b, a sister of 
Alice, adm itted th a t Alice was slightly 
u n d er the Influence of liquor and th a t 
she was sick du rin g th e early e v e n ­ 
ing. 
(Jeorge C asterline told of finding th e 
body. 
Dr. I*. J. H iggins added to his 
testim ony at 
th e c o ro n er’s inquest, 
saying th a t he had been engaged to 
ascertain lf Alee C rispen m et w ith 
foul play.

CTisiieU's adm issions th a t he had 
th reaten ed to shoot th e girl and bls 
Statem ents that he w as often called 
upon to chastise h e r because of h e r 
Irregular habits, prom pted the au th o r­ 
ities to suspect th a t h e m ight have lain 
In wait or the girl and in heating b e r 
pushed her into th e lake.

troops h ave occupied 
the Bulgarian city of Silistria on the 
right b an k of the Danube. T h ey were 
not opposed by the Bulgarians. 
In ten se anxiety has been caused in 
diplom atic 
circles of the E uropean 
capitals by th e action of Rouraania in 
declaring w ar on Bulgaria. T h e dispute 
betw een th e two countries d a tes back 
to the end of th e w ar betw een Turkey 
ami th e ’ allies,” w hen B ulgaria re­ 
fused to give up territo ry dem anded 
by R oum ania as a price of th e la tte r’s 
neutrality. 
R oum ania Is believed to have nearly 
half a million men under arm s, •al­ 
though all of these have not been con­ 
centrated. T he pow ers will ta k e con­ 
certed action, it is believed, to put an 
end to B ulgarian-R oum uuian hostili­ 
ties before they becom e general. 
Tw o so u th ern wings of th e B ulgar­ 
ian arm y in n o rth ern M acedonia have 
been crushed by the S ervians 
with 
trem en d o u s loss of life. T h e B ulgar­ 
ians are in retrea t tw enty m iles south 
of Egri Palanka, w here a stand was 
m ade. 
Tw enty-four 
pow erful 
K rupp 
guns, which th e B ulgarians had cap 
tu red from th e T urks, w ere abandoned 
in the flight by the Bulgurs. 
T h ere was wild rejoicing in Bel­ 
grade w hen it wag learned th a t R ou­ 
m ania had dec dared w ar on Bulgaria. 
T he governm ent assured th e people 
th a t B ulgaria is already a t the mer* y 
of Servia an d G reece and th a t severe 
term s will be dictated to C zar Ferdi­ 
nand and by King P e te r and King 
C onstantine. 
T h e end of a fo rtnight's desperate 
fighting in th e B aikans finds B ulgaria 
forced to appeal to the pow ers to ar 
range peace.

w edge betw een tho G reek and Servian 
arm ies in th e neighborhood of Guev- 
ghelt h as com pletely failed. T he lat; 
est rep o rts of the fighting received 
from A thens show th a t th e S ervians 
and G reek s a t th a t point are com bin­ 
ing their forces, while th e Roum anian 
arm y is beginning an invasion of Bul­ 
garia. 
T his la tte r fact was doubtless the 
deciding factor iii the Bulgarian ap­ 
peal to th e powers. How far Bulgaria s 
defeat has been due to dissensions in 
high m ilitary q uarters, which resulted 
In th e resignation of G eneral Havoff, 
and how' far the fact th a t th e Bulgar 
Inn troops, which bore the b ru n t of 
the 
hard 
fighting In tile cam paign 
against T u rk ey , w ere m ore exhausted 
than th e G reek and Servian forces, 
will probably never be known. 
D ispatches from th e E uropean caph 
tals, published 
in 
lo n d o n , severely 
criticise P rem ie r Daneff’s overhearing 
policy as being the canso of the Bul­ 
g aria n s’ defeat, and his speedy dow n­ 
fall is predicted.

For th a t crim e O p p en h elm er’s sen­ 
tence was lengthened to life im prison­ 
m ent and he was tra n sfe rred to San 
Quentin. T h ere he attac k ed a guard 
aud later a fellow prisoner, and for 
the latter assault was sentenced to 
death u nder the C alifornia law, en­ 
acted in 1907, m aking an attac k by a 
convict on a guard or a fellow prisoner 
a capital offense.

m urderer 
aw aiting execution, used tho prison 
"teleg ra p h y ”—taps on th e cell walls— 
to ta u n t th e inm ate of th e dungeon.

Liverpool, Lag., July 12.— Many per­ 
son s w ere hurt here on the street 
when fighting militant suffragettes at­ 
tern pt**d 
to 
attack Ult* carriage In 
which King George and Queen Mary 
w ere driving through the city. 
T h e attack made a wild scen e In 
Lord street, w hen M iss Jolly, se* re­ 
t a i l of the Liverpool branch of the 
W om en 's Social and P olitical Union 
m ade a raid, sm ash in g hundreds of 
d ollars’ worth of plate g la ss windows. 
A sensation occurred in the house 
of com m on s w hen a man In the street 
gallery for spectators drew a revolver 
and fired shortly after the session of 
the house opened. 
A parliamentary 
policem an 
who wa* nearby grasped 
the man and wrenched the pistol from 
h is hands before he could fire again. 
One rumor was that the man w as a 
fanatic on the topic of woman suf­ 
frage and had atternpted to a ssa ssi­ 
nate Prem ier Asquith because of his 
opposition to the fem ale suffrage pro­ 
paganda. Another report w as that the 
m an had been hired by the militant 
suffragettes to make a dem onstiatlon 
and that the bullet w as not intended 
for any one In particular. 
The other spectator* in the gallery 
w ere thrown into panic by th e shoot­ 
ing and a mad scram ble for the exits 
ensued. .Many were knocked down and 
trampled. So great was th e uproar that 
all b usiness was suspended. 
T he Liverpool m ilitant leaders had 
laid plans or the biggest suffrage de­ 
m onstration the city has even seen. 
b ecau se o f the p resen ce of the king 
and queen. Extraordinary police pre­ 
cau tions 
had 
been taken to guard 
their m a je sty * from attack, as it was 
feared that the m ilitants, who have 
been unusually a ctiv e in Liverpool of 
late, would attem pt to interfere with 
tb e progress of the royal party. 
Sol­ 
diers co-operated with police and de­ 
tectiv es In policing tho streets and in 
protecting the king and queen from 
the crowd*. 
Just before the royal party turned 
Into I/>rd street M iss Jolly appeared. 
Dashing Into the crowd of spectators, 
and brandishing her poker above her 
bead, sh e scattered th em right and 
left. 
Scream ing d enunciations of the 
governm ent, 
she 
sent 
her 
weapon 
crash in g into the plate glass windows, 
doing hundreds of d ollars’ worth of 
dam age. 
Several policem en overpow ­ 
ered her while she struggled. S he was 
locked up. This incident alarmed the 
authorities, for it served as a clue that 
th e u *men planned an active day. 
H alf an hour later the attack upon 
the royal carriage occurred. From a 
break In the* police lines several wo­ 
men ran Into the street. They hurled 
a quantity of suffrage literature into 
the carriage, and one of them seized 
the dm r an I tried to wrench It oj»en. 
Another rati toward the horses’ heads 
to stop them. 
An equerry leaped to th*1 street and 
grappled with one o th e women, and 
in an instant the oth ers w ere seized 
by policemen. 
In the m eantim e, how 
ever, supporters of the militant* had 
sw arm ed to the aid of their sisters and 
Im mediately a free-for-all fight 
was 
begun W omen attacked men and men 
retaliated by attacking 
the 
women. 
F ists ami club sand hatpins were the 
chief wea»*ons. 
Many 
w ere knocked 
down and trampled. The police made a 
number of arrests.

Fall to W o rk W ith a W ill T h e ir F ire ! 
D ay In C hill W in te r. 
For the first time In the history of 
New Jersey public roads aro bein# re­ 
paired by con riot lalmr. 
Sixteen men 
from the state prison In Trenton were 
taken front the Institution and hauled 
Iii a stage to the White Horse road, a 
few miles d istan t 
Practically nil of tile prisoners had 
been serving many years, and they 
were unused to the biting blasts of 
winter, but they went to work with a 
will, and the authorities wero highly 
pleased with the first day's experience 
The men were under two guards, and 
at noon a dinner was served for them 
In a wayside hotel. 
They were sent 
buck to the prison at nightfall. 


P o in te r on Road M etalin g.

California has become a good road 
builder—that is, abe has taken up the 
work aa a corporate commonwealth. 
Two years ago the people of the state 
Toted an $18,000,000 bond issue for this 
specific purpose. 
The funds being 
available, the actual work of construc­ 
tion has begun. The total mileage con­ 
templated by this act amounts to 2.7U0 
miles, and it la expected that Hie work 
will be finished in 1015. 
The fanners and dairymen are right 
on the Job, and they may not only 
make these roads of good use In their 
dally business, but at the same time 
they and their families may avail 
themselves of Joy rides to their hearts' 
content The construction of this great 
system of public highways baa already 
begun, the work being In charge of the 
California highway commission, a body 
of three members, up|*>lntud by the 
governor of tho state. 
Generally speaking, the system will 
include two great highways connecting 
the northern and southern parts of tin* 
state, one running down the coast line 
and 
another Inland 
following 
th** 
course of the valleys of the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin. Branching off from 
these two trunk lines will I** lateral 
roads connecting county seats and otfc 
er Important centers of population. 
The specifications In general make 
the following demands; Right of way 
not less than forty feet wide and as 
direct between objective taints as pos­ 
sible, grades not to exceed 7 |**r cent 
even In the mountainous part* of the 
•tate, curves as open aa po-dble and 
in no case more than fifty feet In rn 
dlus; as many culverts as are neces 
aary to carry off ult surface water, a 
traveled way under ordinary conditions 
of twenty-one feet and in the moun 
tains Rixteeu feet wide, so paved aud 
surfaced as to be bani ami smooth 
under all climatic conditions; smoothly 
graded roadsides to provide for future 
tree planting.
